remained at W hite’s an hour; when stoop ­ 
ing over White while he lay in the road, 
he looked u p at the Nettleton hou se and 
cou ld see the entire lower half of the more 
eastern u p p er window, bat when he rais­ 
ed u p he cou ld not see any of the said 
window since a walnu t limb obstru cted 
the view , there were two trees in yard 
east of window and their limbs wou ld not 
tou ch a line drawn directly sou th from 
this window; bu t a branch from each tree 
extended abou t two feet to the west of a 
line drawn from the window to p lace 
White was fou nd laying in the road* 
thou ght that these limbs wen* from one 
half to one inch thick; foliage was same 
as common at that season; nothing bu t 
these limbs to obstru ct the view between 
window and sp ot where White fell; in- 
had shown p lace to a nu mber of p ersons; 
both tree- in yard abou t same state bu t 
* one nearest the road was abou t two feet 
; east of the » ther. very little difference in 
the obstru ction to sight given by tl e two 
| limbs; he saw a few clu sters of leaves 
I hanging broken from the end of the limb 
! nearest the road; and saw nothing bu t 
i these leaf clu sters in that com!it on, bu t 
did not examine to find anything else: 
witness heard Nettleton’s testimony in 
habeas corp u s su it, and he there said that 
lie [Nettleton] shot ou t of the window i 
while kneeling on both knees leaning 
forward with u u n barrel ou t of window- 


three or fou r rods from him and his « at­ 
tention was called that way by Ids heavy 
breathing; Ed Hop s and Barrington being 
in the hou se drank two glasses of cider 
the remainder of qu art he took to the 
boys ou tside; “ there was not a glass 
ap iece;” know of no one’s p u tting alcohol 
in that cider and did not see any signs of 
any of the boys being intoxicated that 
night; witness saw no member of Nettle- 
ton’s family when in the road that night. 
This conclu ded Mr. Pierce’s testimony 
and the cou rt adjou rned u ntil 8:30 o’clock 
this morning. 
Mr. John Agler was called fir.>t this 
morning; is dep u ty sheriff. Jiving in Paw 
Paw; made an examination of the N et­ 
tleton p remises on the morning of the 
Coroner’s inqu est, on Wednesday, Ju ne 
24; the tree in’the yard was abou t eight’ 
inches throu gh, abou t eight or ten feet 
east of window, and foliage wou ld, p er­ 
hap s, extend fou r .Set beyond the east 
side of same window; saw* twigs, u lot of 
them laying down .Tn the grou nd, all you 
cou ld hold in you r two hands; some of 
the small limbs broken off were from two 
to three f eet long; when lie came to the 
hou se Wednesday morning 
with Mr, 


found him laying in road with feet to 
north. 
The doctor marked the place of 
wound on a skull handed by Mr. O’Brien. 
Dr. Atherton, then called, corroborated 
the statements just made, and added tkat 
there were two pieces of bone about the 
size of dime that were driven downward 
and inward into brain, being removed 
when the wound was dressed by the three 
physicians on Wednesday morning. 
\Tm. Hackman, the man who received

struck by the ball on lower rib on left 
side; feels pain frequently now on 
left 
side near the back; I10 wore rather light 
colored clothes that night; saw White 
have grain sack over his shoulders; w it’ 
ness says White had no hat bu t wou ld put 
the sack over his 
head when cold; they 
were in the road five or six minu tes 
before the shots from the window; he 
was facing north when shot and thinks 
White was same; he shot the gun he car­ 
ried six times that evening. 
Henry Nelson called, said he was a 
farm hand working for Ed. Hop s. 
Cor- , 
roboratcd the p reviou s statement abou t 
what was done at the Nettleton hou se* 
Nothing of p articu lar imp ortance was 
brou ght ou t in his testimony farther than 
has already been given.
